It  was  In  the  year  1840  that  our  revered  ancestors,  Walter  and  Jessie  Guthrie,  took 
a  fond  farewell  of  Kith  and  Kin  in  their  native  Scotland  and  courageously  sailed  across  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  to  face  a  rugged  pioneering  life  in  Canada.     One  hundred  years  later,   1940 
the  last  remaining  child  of  this  union,  William  Guthrie,  decided  to  call   the  clan  together  to 
celebrate  the  centenary  of  the  event.    At  that  gathering  the  idea  of  meeting  annually  was 
decided  upon.    Thus,  In  1965,  we  celebrate  our  25th  Reunion. 


During  the  past  25  years  considerable  research  has  been  done  and  some  interesting 
facts  and  stories  have  come  to  light.     Hence,    the  booklet  has  been  compiled  to  commemorate 
this  milestone  and  to  honour  the  memory  of  our  families'  forebears.     Sir  Winston  Churchill 
once  said,   "All  wisdom  is  not  new  wisdom,  and  the  past  should  be  studied,   if  the  future  is 
to  be  successfully  encountered. 


Let  us  begin  with  a  traditional  story  of  how  the  surname  "Guthrie"  came  Into  being  . 
It  is  said  that  when  King  David  Bruce  and  his  Queen  Joanna,  were  returning  to  Scotland  after 
years  of  exile  in  France,  they  were  chased  off  their  course  by  the  English  fleet  and  driven 
ashore  at  Inverberie,   where  they  landed  beneath  the  frowning  Bep/ie  Brow.    They  sought  food 
and  shelter  at  a  nearby  fisher's  cot  and  the  wife,  in  a  fit  of  extravagance,  cried,  "I'll  gut 
two  haddock."     "Two?"  shouted  the  husband,   "Gut  three".     The  King,  overcome  by  such  a 
welcome  on  so  inhospitable  a  coast,  exclaimed,   "Gut  three    so  shall  thy  name  ever  be." 

We  cannot  prove  the  authenticity  of  the  story,  but  we  are  certain  that  the  Gurnries 
lived  in  this  vicinity  on  the  east  coast  of  Scotland.     On  the  map  of  the  county  of  Angus  you 
may  find  the  places  where  Walter  and  Jessie  Guthrie  were  born.

OUR  ANCESTORS 

Walter  Guthrie  was  born  in  Montrose,  Scotland,  April  12,  1812.  He  died  Dec- 
ember 30th,  1895  at  "Glen  Guthrie"  near  Perth  Rood  village,  Loughboro  Tov/nship,  Fron- 
tenac  County,    Ontario,  Canada. 


Jessie  (Chaplin)  Guthrie  was  born  May  15,   1814  in  Newbigging,  near  Dundee, 
Scotland.     She  died  September  1  1 ,    1882  at  "Glen  Guthrie"  . 


Walter  Guthrie  and  Jessie  Chaplin  were  married  September  12,    1836  in  Scot- 
land.   They  came  to  Canada  in  1840  with  their  three  eldest  children  -  David  (age  3  yrs.) 
Elizabeth  (  age  2  yrs  )  and  baby  Margaret  (born  in  Arbroath  ).    They  were  thirteen  weeks 
on  their  ocean  voyage.     It  was  a  new  sailing  vessel,  and  one  week  after  they  had  left 
Scotland  they  were  ha\f\uay  across  the  ocean.     Six  weeKs  later  they  were  100  miles  nearer 
Scotland  due  to  stormy  weather.     They  had  to  catch  water  for  drinking  off  the  sails  and 
share  their  provisions. 


Walter  Guthrie's  brother  William  hod  been  In  Canada  for  some  years,  chiefly 
In  the  Niagara  district.     He  had  a  cousin.   Dr.  Aberdeen  who  lived  at  Chippewa.     This 
brother  (called  "Unky")  met  them  at  Montreal  where  they  landed.      They  came  to 
Kingston,   where  the  brothers  worked  at  their  trade  as  carpenters.     It  was  at  this  period 
that  they  became  acquainted  with  the  Smeatons,   who  had  come  from  Scotland  also.  The; 
families  remained  life  long  friends.     For  a  time  the  Guthries  lived  about  three  miles  out 
on  the  Montreol  Road  but  the  men  still  worked  In  Kingston. 


There  were  only  the  two  boys  In  the  family.     Their  father,  Walter  Guthrie 
(also)  was  a  merchant.     Their  mother,  Mary  died  when  they  were  quite  young,  but  a 
kindly  step-mother  helped  to  care  for  them.     The  relatives  In  Scotland  (from  hearsay) 
were:     on  uncle  who  was  a  Colonel  in  the  army;  an  uncle  who    was  an  adjutant;  also 
an  uncle  who  was  a  medical  doctor  whose  practice  covered  a  thirty  mile  radius  and 
who  travelled  on  horse  bock. 


Jessie  (Chaplin)  Guthrie  had  two  brothers  Robert  and  WII  liam  .  Wi  II  lorn  was 
a  sailor  and  was  lost  at  sea  .  She  had  four  sisters,  their  names  were:  -  Christine,  Mar- 
garet, Agnes  and  Bessie.  Bessie  married  a  marmalade  manufacturer  in  Dundee,  whose 
name  was  Ramsay. 


A  man  by  the  name  of  Quigan,  owned  property  with  water  power  on  it  at  the 
Old  Mill  Hill  on  the  Opinlcon  Rood.     He  had  the  Guthrie  brothers  come  out  and  put 
up  a  saw-mill  (  which  was  an  old  upright  saw).     It  wasat  that  time  that  they  decided 
to  buy  Government  land  in  this  locality.    Walter  owned  about  400  acres  in  Loughboro 
Township  c^d  200  acres  In  Storrlngton  Township.     His  brother  William  owned  about  400 
acres  in  Storrlngton.     "Unky"  was  a  bachelor  and  his  niece,  Catherine     (later  Aunt  Kitty 
Clough)  who  always  lived  with  him,   fell  heir  to  his  property.     Eventually  Walter  divided 
his  600  acres  between  his  two  youngest  sons,  Walter  and  William  (also). 


The  first  house  was  o  log  shanty  12  feet  square,  on  the  some  site  as  the  present 
house  stands.     The  Guthries  built  a  saw-mill  of  their  own.     The  water  power  was  provi- 
ded by  the  stream  which  flowed  by  Unky's  house.    All  the  lumber  used  for  the  building 
purposes  was  obtained  by  cutting  down  the  trees  and  sawing  them  Into  lumber  at  the  mill. 
Furniture  such  as  cupboards,   tables,   chests  of  drawers,  desks,  chairs,  etc.,   were  hand 
mode.    Coffins  were  also  made  in  their  workshop  when  need  arose  in  the  neighbourhood. 


Walter  Guthrie  had  attended  the  Academy  In  Scotland.     When  a  child  he  had 
token  dancing  lessons.     His  granny  used  to  carry  him  across  the  street  to  keep  his  shoes 
from  getting  muddy.     He  painted  landscapes  and  portraits.     He  was  Interested  in  and  had 
studied  some  astronomy.     He  was  also  interested  in  medicine  and  after  coming  to  Canada, 
acted  as  a  medical  adviser  In  the  rural  community  In  which  he  lived.     He  even  practised 
mid-wlfery  when  doctors  were  not  available.  He    was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  gave  legal  advice  and  counsel.     He  was  an  esteemed  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  was  a  delegate'  from  Sunbury  to  the  first  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Canada.    A  ^'       -^.aph  of  this  assembly  is  still  In  the  old  "Glen  Guthrie"  home.     He 
was  an  ardent  temperance  worker  In  Loughboro  Township.     It  was  actually  on  account  of 
his  brciher's  addiction  to  liquor,   that  they  settled  in  the  bock  woods,   twenty  miles  north 
of  Kingston . 
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GUTHRIES  OF  SCOTLAND 


GUTHRIE  CASTLE 


Colonel  Ivan  D.   Guthrie,    the  present  Laird  of  Guthrie  Castle,  can  trace  his 
family  back  to  when  King  David  II  granted  the  lands  of  Guthrie  to  an  ancestor.     Thus  the 
Guthrie  family  has  been  established  in  the  County  of  Angus  for  over  500  years.     1 1  was  a 
Laird  of  Guthrie,   who  brought -Wi  I liam  Wallace  back  from  Franco  to  lead  the  Scots  against 
their  English  oppressors  in  the  early   14th  century.     Another  ancestor.  Sir  Alexander  Guthrie, 
who  had  married  Margaret  Lyon  of  Glamis,   was  killed  at  the  balllc  of  Flodden  in   1513,   with 
his  eldest  son  and  three  Lyon  brothers-in-law  of  Glamis  Castle.     (Perhaps  there  is  a  connec- 
tion between  these  Lyons  and  the  Queen  Mother,  Elizabeth  Bowes-Lyon).    Mention  has  also 
been  made  of  a  Laird  of  Guthrie  was  murdered  by  his  cousin,    Gardyne.     His  son  was  suspected 
of  being  an  accomplice  to  the  murder  of  Rizzio,   chief-adviser  and    friend  of  Mary,   Queen  of 
Scots.     From  this  we  conclude  that  the  Guthries  are  no  exception  lo  the  rule  -  there  are 
sinners  as  well  as  saints  among  us. 


However,   when  Colonel  I.   D.   Guthrie  requested  the  privl  lege  of  having  a  family 
tartan,   it  was  granted  by  the  Lord  I  yon  of  Scotland  and  duly  regi-Jered  in  Edinburgh,  on 
account  of  the  part  the  Guthries  had  played  In  Scottish  history. 


The  Guthrie  tartan  was  designed  by  the  firm  of:    -  Alex  Ualgety  and  Son,   59  East 
High  Street,  Forfar,  Scotland,  from  which  it  may  be  obtained.     The  tartan  is  made  in  two 
different  colourings.    The  one  with  the  clear  tones  is  known  as  -  "Guthrie  of  Guthrie  old 
colours"  and  is  the  original  registered  tartan.     The  second  version  is  -  "Guthrie  faded  old 
colours"  and  is  in  muted  tones. 


Footnote  -  The  only  established  relationship  between  our  family  and  those  in  Scotland 
is  the  fact  that  the  County  of  Angus  is  their  native  soil.    Perhaps  you  would  be  interested 
in  making  further  research.    Who  can  find  the  missing  link? 
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Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie  (1803-1873)  whose  monument  stands  in  Princes  Street, 
Edinburgh,   was  noted  preacher  and  philanthropist.     He  was  born  in  Brechin,   Forfarshire, 
Angus,  and  thought  to  be  a  descendant  of  Rev.  James  Guthrie,   was  was  deposed  for 
disowning  the  King's  Authority  in  spiritual  matters  and  was  executed  on  June  1st,    1661  . 
A  book  "The  Martyrs  -  Henderson  and  Guthrie"  was  sent  to  us  by  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie's 
grandson,  Charles  Guthrie,  W.S.    Another  notable  preacher  was  William  Guthrie,  who 
took  part  in  the  Covenanter's  struggle  for  freedom  in  spiritual  matters  and  was  later 
appointed  Chaplain  to  the  Scots  Army.     He  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar.    Thus, 
it  is  not  surprising  that  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie,  following  in  the  tradition  of  his  ancestors, 
became  a  protagonist  in  the  cause  of  freedom.     He  left  the  established  church  in  1843 
and  began  a  campaign  to  secure  funds  and  manses  for  those  ministers  of  the  Free  Church 
who,  at  the  disruption,  had  lost  everything.    Again  in  1847  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie  became 
a  "Beggar  Man".    This  time  it  was  for  destitute  children  of  the  Edinburgh  streets.    Two 
schools  (one  for  girls  at  Gilmerton  and  one  for  boys  at  Liberton)  still  bear  testimony  to 
his  splendid  campaign  for  the  establishment  of  what  was  then  called  "Ragged  Schools". 
They  are  now  known  as  the  "Dr.    Guthrie  Schools". 

A  photograph  of  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie  still  hongs  in  the  old  Glen  Guthrie  home. 
He  was  supposed  to  have  been  a  distant  cousin  of  Walter  Guthrie. 


Mr.  CHARLES  GUTHRIE 

Mr.  Charles  Guthrie  was  for  many  years  Chairman  of  the  Directors  of  the  Dr. 
Guthrie  Schools  and  a  grandson  of  the  founder.     He  was  a  lawyer  in  Edinburgh  and  son  of 
Lord  Guthrie  of  the  High  judiciary  court. 


To  this  kindly  gentleman  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude.     For  almost  10  years  before 
his  death  in  1962,  he  contributed  much  of  the  historical  background  to  our  family  in  Canada, 
in  whom  he  was  greatly  interested.     Besides  the  Martyrs'  book,  already  mentioned,  he  sent 
the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Dr.   Guthrie  Schools  for  a  number  of  years.     Mention  of  the  newly 
designed  Guthrie  tartan  was  made  in  the  1962  report,   which  was  the  last  one  received.     In 
a  letter  written  shortly  afterward  he  expressed  his  delight  saying,   "It  is  a  great  event  for  us 
Guthries"  .

The  first  house  was  a  log  shanty  12  feet  square,  on  the  same  site  as  the  present 
house  stands.    The  Guthries  built  a  saw-mill  of  their  ovm.    The  water  power  was  provi- 
ded by  the  stream  which  flowed  by  Unky's  house.    All  the  lumber  used  for  the  building 
purposes  was  obtained  by  cutting  down  the  trees  and  sawing  them  into  lumber  at  the  mill. 
Furniture  such  as  cupboards,  tables,  chests  of  drawers,  desks,  chairs,  etc.,   were  hand 
made.    Coffins  were  also  made  in  their  workshop  when  need  arose  in  the  neighbourhood. 


Walter  Guthrie  had  attended  the  Academy  in  Scotland.    When  a  child  he  had 
taken  dancing  lessons.     His  granny  used  to  carry  him  across  the  street  to  keep  his  shoes 
from  getting  muddy.     He  painted  landscapes  and  portraits.     He  was  interested  in  and  had 
studied  some  astronomy.     He  was  also  interested  in  medicine  and  after  coming  to  Canada, 
acted  as  a  medical  adviser  in  the  rural  community  in  which  he  lived.     He  even  practised 
mid-wifery  when  doctors  were  not  available.  He    was  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  gave  legal  advice  and  counsel.     He  was  an  esteemed  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  was  a  delegate  from  Sunbury  to  the  first  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterion  Church 
in  Canada.    A  ,;'       -S.oph  of  this  assembly  is  still  in  the  old  "Glen  Guthrie"  home.     He 
was  an  ardent  temperance  worker  in  Loughboro  Township.     It  was  actually  on  account  of 
his  brciher's  addiction  to  liquor,  that  they  settled  in  the  back  woods,  twenty  miles  north 
of  Kingston.

GUTHRIES  OF  SCOTLAND 


Colonel  Ivan  D.  Guthrie,  the  present  Laird  of  Guthrie  Castle,  can  trace  his 
family  back  to  when  King  David  II  granted  the  lands  of  Guthrie  to  an  ancestor.    Thus  the 
Guthrie  family  has  been  established  in  the  County  of  Angus  for  over  500  years.    It  was  a 
Laird  of  Guthrie,  who  brought -William  Wallace  back  from  France  to  lead  the  Scots  against 
their  English  oppressors  in  the  early  14th  century.    Another  ancestor.  Sir  Alexander  Guthrie, 
who  had  married  Margaret  Lyon  of  Glamis,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  in  1513,  with 
his  eldest  son  and  three  Lyon  brothers-in-law  of  Glamis  Castle.    (Perhaps  there  is  a  connec- 
tion between  these  Lyons  and  the  Queen  Mother,  Elizabeth  Bowes-Lyon).    Mention  has  also 
been  made  of  a  Laird  of  Guthrie  was  murdered  by  his  cousin,  Gardyne.     His  son  was  suspected 
of  being  an  accomplice  to  the  murder  of  Rizzio,  chief-adviser  and    friend  of  Mary,  Queen  of 
Scots.    From  this  we  conclude  that  the  Guthries  are  no  exception  to  the  rule  -  there  are 
sinners  as  well  as  saints  among  us. 


However,  when  Colonel  I.  D.  Guthrie  requested  the  privilege  of  having  a  family 
tartan,  it  was  granted  by  the  Lord  l.yon  of  Scotland  and  duly  registered  in  Edinburgh,  on 
account  of  the  part  the  Guthries  had  played  in  Scottish  history. 


The  Guthrie  tartan  was  designed  by  the  firm  oft  -  Alex  Dalgety  and  Son,  59  East 
High  Street,  Forfar,  Scotland,  from  which  it  may  be  obtained.    The  tartan  is  made  in  two 
different  colourings.    The  one  with  the  clear  tones  Is  known  as  -  "Guthrie  of  Guthrie  old 
colours"  and  is  the  original  registered  tartan.    The  second  version  is  -  "Guthrie  faded  old 
colours"  and  is  in  muted  tones. 


Footnote  -  The  only  established  relationship  behweer  our  family  and  those  in  Scotland 
is  the  fact  that  the  County  of  Angus  is  their  native  soil .    Perhaps  you  would  be  interested 
in  making  further  research.    Who  can  find  ttie  missing  link? 
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Dr.  THOAMS  GUTHRIE 
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Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie  (1803-1873)  whose  monument  stands  in  Princes  Street, 
Edinburgh,   was  noted  preacher  and  philanthropist.     He  was  born  in  Brechin,   Forfarshire, 
Angus,  and  thought  to  be  a  descendant  of  Rev.  James  Guthrie,   was  was  deposed  for 
disowning  the  King's  Authority  in  spiritual  matters  and  was  executed  on  June  1st,    1661  . 
A  book  "The  Martyrs  -  Henderson  and  Guthrie"  was  sent  to  us  by  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie's 
grandson,  Charles  Guthrie,  W.S.    Another  notable  preacher  was  William  Guthrie,  who 
took  part  in  the  Covenanter's  struggle  for  freedom  in  spiritual  matters  and  was  later 
appointed  Chaplain  to  the  Scots  Army.    He  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar.    Thus, 
it  is  not  surprising  that  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie,  following  in  the  tradition  of  his  ancestors, 
became  a  protagonist  in  the  cause  of  freedom.     He  left  the  established  church  in  1843 
and  began  a  campaign  to  secure  funds  and  manses  for  those  ministers  of  the  Free  Church 
who,  at  the  disruption,  had  lost  everything.    Again  In  1847  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie  became 
a  "Beggar  Man".    This  time  it  was  for  destitute  children  of  the  Edinburgh  streets.    Two 
schools  (one  for  girls  at  Gllmerton  and  one  for  boys  at  LIberton)  still  bear  testimony  to 
his  splendid  campaign  for  the  establishment  of  what  was  then  called  "Ragged  Schools". 
They  are  now  known  as  the  "Dr.   Guthrie  Schools". 

A  photograph  of  Dr.  Thomas  Guthrie  still  hangs  in  the  old  Glen  Guthrie  home. 
He  was  supposed  to  have  been  a  distant  cousin  of  Walter  Guthrie. 


Mr.  CHARLES  GUTHRIE 

Mr.  Charles  Guthrie  was  for  many  years  Chairman  of  the  Directors  of  the  Dr. 
Guthrie  Schools  and  a  grandson  of  the  founder.     He  was  a  lawyer  in  Edinburgh  and  son  of 
Lord  Guthrie  of  the  High  judiciary  court. 


To  this  kindly  gentleman  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude.     For  almost  10  years  before 
his  death  in  1962,  he  contributed  much  of  the  historical  background  to  our  family  in  Canada, 
in  whom  he  was  greatly  Interested.    Besides  the  Martyrs'  book,  already  mentioned,  he  sent 
the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Dr.   Guthrie  Schools  for  a  number  of  years.    Mention  of  the  newly 
designed  Guthrie  tartan  was  made  in  the  1962  report,  which  was  the  lost  one  received.     In 
a  letter  written  shortly  afterward  he  expressed  his  delight  saying,  "It  Is  a  great  event  for  us 
Guthries" .

Profits  Up 

TORONTO  (CP)  —  Canadian 
Breweries  Ltd.  had  consolidated 
net  earnings  of  $4,573,857  in  tha 
six  months  ended  April  30,  a 
five-per-cent  increase  compared 
with  the  similar  period  a  year 
ago. 

The  company  issued  its  an- 
nual report  Wednesday  cover- 
ing only  the  six-month  period, 
since  it  has  changed  its  fiscal 
year-end  to  April  30  from  Oct. 
31. 

The  report  says  sales  in  the 
period  declined  to  $175,097,278 
from  $181,155,648  in  the  similar 
1965  period,  but  an  increase  ia 
other  income  and  reduced  in- 
come taxes  resulted  in  the  im- 
proved net  earnings. 

The  report  says  sales  and 
earnings  were  lower  in  Canada, 
but  volume  was  maintained  in 
the  United  States  and  earnings 
there  showed  a  sharp  improve- 
ment. 

It  says  the  involvement  of 
Dow  Brewery  Ltd.  in  the  inves- 
tigation of  the  deaths  of  several 
persons  at  Quebec  City  this 
spring  seriously  affected  that 
subsidiary's  sales.
